Delay in Senate Likely. 

But the Senate will not ignore Mr. 
Mellon's advice. Over in the cloak- 
rooms of the upper house the word 
“bonus” rarely is spoken. It hangs 
over the Senate like impending 
doom. Just how the senior body will 
handle the situation is not yet de- 
termined, but a tacit understanding 
seems to prevail that by one parlia- 
mentary maneuver or another, some- 
thing will delay passage’of the bonus. 

It was the Senate which last sum- 
mer blocked the bonus bill and 
probably upon more words of warn- 
ing from the White House, the bonus 
measure will be set aside until the 
finances of the Government are in 
better condition. 


As for the issue itself, it is expect- 
ed to bob up again in 1924, when the 
next presidential primaries are under 
way. By that time, however, some 
Republican leaders hope to. revise 
the entire revenue program and to 
make special provision for a fund to 
pay the bonus. 

Harding and Sales Tax. 


This revision will be attempted by 
means of a sales tax, which Mr. 
Harding now openly favors for the 
soldier bonus. This commitment to 
the principle of the sales tax comes 
at a time when revenue laws are not 
being revised, but just the same it 
has brought deep satisfaction to the 
proponents of such a tax, who would 
have been greatly assisted a few 
months ago when they tried to get 
a presidential declaration on the sub- 
ject to help them substitute a sales 
tax for all the other kinds of taxes 
which finally found their way into 
the 1921 revenue law. 

There's a significant bit of infor- 
mation, incidentally, in the _ state- 
ment of Representative Fordney, 
chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, that he didn’t ex- 
pect Speaker Gillett, now in Florida 
with the chief executive, to bring 
back an informal message to the 
House on the bonus question. Ford- 
ney knows the President’s views and 
would prefer not to have them at 
this time. He could have had them 
when he visited Mr. Harding just 
before the latter left for Florida. 
The President told callers afterward 
that the bonus question was dis- 
cussed only incidentally, that he 
didn’t outline his views to Fordney 
because they were already well 
known.

many psychological skirmishes have 
occurred during the interval. 

Perhaps we may best indicate the 
attitude of the revolutionists by 
q¥oting from Dr. Watson, who is stil!

ment which is called “behaviorism.” 

“If all data were at hand.” says 
Dr. Watson, “the behaviorist would 
be able to tell, after watching the in- 
dividual, what the situation or stimu- 
lus is that caused his action:” and 
“if society decreed that an individ- 
ual or group should act In @ specific 
way the behaviorist could arrange 
the situation or stimulus which would 
bring such’ action about.” 

The book which we have before us 
is an excellent presentation of pey- 
chology from the standpoint of be- 
haviorism. Since the behaviorist is 
interested chiefly in stimulus and re- 
sponse, instinct, learning, habit and 
perception are emphasized. And, on 
the other hand, attention. volition 
and emotion, being more closely_al- 
lied to consciousness, which the ex- 
treme behaviorists decline to discuss. 
are only briefly treated. Hardly 
more than a page or two is given to 
each of these subjects. 

Those who are interested in the 
new movement of “behaviorism”™ will 
find this book valuable, but those 
who seek help in understanding and 
ordering their lives wiil, in the opin- 
ion of this reviewer, be disappointed.
